102  Missionaries  / 

It  was  pointed  out  that  since 
Cox  and  Pinney  left  Norfolk  in 
1833  and  1837  respectively,  102 
missionaries  have  gone  out  from 
Norfolk  to  26  countries  all  over 
the  world.  These  missionaries 
were  the  representatives  of  14 
different  Protestant  denomina¬ 
tions.
